Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. 

Claims 20-22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 5. Applicant is reminded that a complete reply 
to the final rejection must include cancelation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action 
(37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

It is noted that the restriction mailed 9/23/02 contained a typographical error listing 
cancelled claims 1-16 as part of group I. As Preliminary Amendment filed July 9, 2001 cancelled 
claims 1-16. Group I is to contains 17-19 & 23. 

The pending claims to be examined are 17-19 & 23. 



Priority 

2. If applicant desires priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 20 based upon a previously filed copending 
application, specific reference to the earlier filed application must be made in the instant 
application. This should appear as the first sentence of the specification following the title, 
preferably as a separate paragraph. The status of nonprovisional parent application(s)

the parent application. If a parent application has become abandoned, the expression

claim for priority must be made during the pendency of the application and within the later of 
four months from the actual filing date of the application or sixteen months from the filing date 
of the prior application. See 37 CFR 1.78(a)(2) and (a)(5). This time period is not extendable and 
a failure to submit the reference required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) and/or 120, where applicable, 
within this time period is considered a waiver of any benefit of such prior application(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(e), 120, 121 and 365(c).A priority claim filed after the required time period may be 
accepted if it is accompanied by a grantable petition to accept an unintentionally delayed claim 
for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e), 120, 121 and 365(c). The petition must be accompanied by 
(1 ) a surcharge under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(t), and (2) a statement that the entire delay between the date 
the claim was due under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(2) or (a)(5) and the date the claim was filed was 
unintentional. The Commissioner may require additional information where there is a question 
whether the delay was unintentional. The petition should be directed to the Office of 
Petitions,Box DAC, Assistant Commissioner for Patents, Washington, DC 20231.

Double Patenting 



4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re VogeU 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 17-19 & 23 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,258,534. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because 
claims 17-19 & 23 are drawn to a method of amplifying using pressure above ambient pressure. 
Claims 3-5 of US 6,258,534 are drawn to a method of amplifying using pressure above ambient 
pressure to allow hybridization and cycling temperature to denature. The limitation of further 
cycling temperature limits the scope of claims 3-5 to a species within the broader genus of claims 



17-19 & 23 of the instant application. The species renders the genus obvious. 
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SUMMARY 

5. No claims allowed. However, Quintanar et al (US6,472,186) is brought to applicants 
attention, particularly the claims 1-7 and 12.
